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1 . DELEGATION REPRESENTING TURKISH INDUSTRIALISTS AND 
BUSINESSMEN'S ASSOCIATION DURING WASHINGTON VISIT APRIL 25- 
29 MET WITH VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE AND NATIONAL SECURITY 
ADVISOR BRZEZINSKI AT WHITE HOUSE APRIL 29, CLARK CLIFFORD 
AT HIS LAW OFFICE APRIL 28, COUNSELOR NIMETZ AT DEPARTMENT 
APRIL 27, AND 65 SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN AS WELL AS WITH 
MEDIA REPRESENTATIVES. MISSION LEFT WASHINGTON DISAPPOINTED 
THAT THE US-TURKEY DEFENSE COOPERATION AGREEMENT (DCA) WAS 
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NOT BEING PRESSED BY ADMINISTRATION AT THIS TIME BUT SATIS- 
FIED THEY HAD RECEIVED GOOD HEARING. BASED ON 
CONGRESSIONAL SOUNDINGS, THEY CLAIMED TO BE CONVINCED THAT 
DCA COULD NOW BE APPROVED BY CONGRESS. THIS ASSESSMENT WAS 
CHALLENGED BY CLIFFORD AND OTHERS WHO SAID MUCH BROADER 
CONSENSUS WAS NEEDED BEFORE DCA COULD BE APPROVED. GROUP 
OBJECTED TO WHAT THEY UNDERSTOOD TO BE NEED FOR TURKISH 
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MOVEMENT ON CYPRUS.CONTENDING THAT RESTORATION OF US- 
TURKISH RELATIONSHIP WOULD HELP LEAD TO RESOLUTION OF CYPRUS 
PROBLEM BY PARTIES CONCERNED. 

2. VICE PRESIDENT WAS PRESENT FOR FIRST FIVE MINUTES OF 
APRIL 29 WHITE HOUSE MEETING TO WELCOME DELEGATION. VICE 
PRESIDENT STRESSED ADMINISTRATION S DESIRE FOR GOOD RELA- 
TIONS WITH TURKEY AS WELL AS OTHER COUNTRIES OF AREA AND 
OUR HOPE THAT DIFFERENCES OVER CYPRUS AND AEGEAN CAN BE 
RESOLVED. AS EARNEST OF INTEREST IN EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN, 
VICE PRESIDENT NOTED VERY EARLY IN ADMINISTRATION PRESIDENT 
HAD SENT CLARK CLIFFORD TO VISIT LEADERS IN AREA TO LEARN 
HOW U.S. MIGHT ENCOURAGE RESOLUTION OF DISPUTES THAT 
PLAGUED REGION. AT LONDON NEXT MONTH PRESIDENT WOULD 
ESTABLISH PERSONAL RELATIONSHIPS WITH TURKISH AND GREEK 
PRIME MINISTERS. VICE PRESIDENT SAID THAT IN OUR VIEW, 

THERE HAD TO BE GIVE ON BOTH SIDES SINCE IN ABSENCE OF 
FORTHCOMING ATTITUDE PROBLEMS COULD BE EXACERBATED AND 
SOLUTIONS MADE MORE DIFFICULT. IN RESPONSE, FEYYAZ BERKER 
(ON BEHALF OF GROUP) EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT APPARENT

3. IN SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSION, DR. BRZEZINSKI STRESSED 

A) U.S. INTEREST IN STABILITY OF THIS STRATEGIC AREA, 

B) OUR HOPE FOR IMPROVEMENT OF RELATIONS WITH TWO MAIOR 
ALLIES, AND C) OUR DESIRE TO BE HELPFUL BY CONTINUING OFFER 
GOOD OFFICES WITH REGARD CYPRUS AND AEGEAN. BRZEZINSKI

POINTED OUT THAT ADMINISTRATION WAS FOLLOWING BALANCED 
APPROACH; WE HAD RECOMMENDED INCREASE FROM DOLS 125 TO

A STEP FOR WHICH ADMINISTRATION HAD BEEN CRITICIZED. 

BRZEZINSKI EXPRESSED VIEW THAT TURKEY WAS IN POSITION OF

DCA WAS KEY NEXT STEP. 
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5. R R7. R7TN.SKT ALSO SUGGESTED THAT MEETINGS BETWEEN GROUPS 
OF TURKISH AND GREEK BUSINESSMEN MIGHT HELP BRING ABOUT 
RETURN TO ATATURK-VENIZELOS TYPE OF UNDERSTANDING AND 
MUTUAL DEVELOPMENT.
